Fate of Bankhead Bill 


Will Be Determined by 


Cotton Growers 


WASHINGTON- (/I')-A question- 


naire to sound out the opposition of 
cotton formers on the Bnnkhend bill 
to regulate cotton production by lim- 
iting the bales ginned each year was 
prepared Monday by Secretary Wai-1 
lace. Whether the secretary will align 
the administration behind the measure 
depends upon the sentiment of the 
farmers. 


The pell, to be sent immediately to 


32,000 crop reporters and persons now 
signing up formers in the voluntary 
acreage reduction program, was ex- 
pected to ask the famevs what they 
think of the Bnnhhend bill and also a 
proposed alternate plan to place a 
prohibitive tax on all cotton ginned 
above a certain number of bales from 
each farm. 


Senator Bankhead. Democrat, Ala- 


bama, said it was Immaterial whether 
enforcement was at the gin or by a 
prohibitive tax on excess baleage. The 
allotment to each farm would be based 
under both plans on previous produc- 
tion of land or upon production of the 
farms if oil the acreage were planted 
to cotton. 


'The important thing," said the sen- 


ator, "is to make effective the limita- 
tion on the number of bales that can1 
be sold. 


The purpose of tho gin restriction 


bill, he explained, is to allot to each 
farm the number of bales it may be 
expected to grow by usual farming 
methods on the redxiced acreage of 
co-operating farmers and to force non- 
co-operating farmers "to lose the ad- 
vantage they seek to get by not co- 
operating. 


Bankhead "-.aid that unless his bill 


or the surplus baleage tax plan is 
adopted, the co-operating farmers, by 
intensive 
cultivation 
can 
raise 
a 


bumper crop this year, nnd that "non- 
co-operating farmers will furnish the 
finishing touch to destroy the chance 
for a good price.

NEW YORK.—Standard Qil Com- 


pany of New Jersey announced Sat- 
urday its intention to oppose the ap- 
plication of the Secretary of the In- 
terior for an injunction to restrain it 
from carrying out its radio cotract 
with Babe Ruth, who has enrolled 
over 500,000 youngsters in his Babe 
Ruth Boys Club conducted over the 
air. 


"This suit," officials of the company 


explained, "is undersood to be based 
on the theory that in offering of the 
prizes to the boys in the form of base- 
balls, fielder's mitts, and trips to train- 
ing camp violates rules 16 and 17 of 
the Code of Fair Competition for the 
petroleum industry. 


"Rules 16 and 17 do not present a 


new limitation on the marketing of 
petroleum products. These rules have 
been in existence for four years, and 
since 1929 have been part of a code 
approved by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. They were devised and in- 
tended to prevent the practice of sell- 
ing petroleum products below the open 
posted prices. It is regrettable that 
the 
government's interpretation of 


these provisions should lead it to at- 
tempt to interfere with the project in 
which the prizes are offered not as a 
price concession or in any way in 
connection with sales, but in pursu- 
ance of a legitimate advertising pro- 
gram. 


It should be clearly understood, as 


emphasized in the radio announce- 
ments, that participation in the con- 
test involves no obligation whatsoever 
to make tiny purchase from the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey and 
its affiliates, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Pcnncsylvania, the Standard 
Oil Company cf Louisiana and the I 
Colonial Beacon Oil Company. 


'The company is supporting the code
